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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The proposed After Final amendment will not be entered because it raises new issues for 
further search and consideration, such as the new temperature ranges of 120 to 370 °C and about 
300 °C. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 8/26/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant argues that they have not attacked references individually where the rejection 
is based on a combination of references. The argument is incorrect: Applicant argues that the 
objective of Kim is to "remove native oxides in the pretreatment [of the substrate]". The 
Examiner disagrees. The objective of Kim is to deposit a film by ALE on a uniformly 
terminated surface. Marcus teaches the equivalence of uniform oxygen termination with uniform 
hydrogen termination. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to have terminated the surface with oxygen instead of 
hydrogen with the expectation of similar results. The fact that Kim terminates with hydrogen 
and not with oxygen does not obscure the teachings of Marcus, and therefore Applicant's 
arguments directed to the teachings of Kim alone do not address the combination references. 

Applicant's allegations that ALD is not a conventional technology (Such is actually 
refuted by the prior art of record (e.g., Kim).) and that conventional techniques cannot be 
adapted to ALD are unsubstantiated by evidence. 

Applicants arguments regarding the new limitations are unconvincing because the 
amendment has not been entered.
